The paper chase 
Cautious optimism on 
new arts funding rules 


TAMING THE PAPER TIGER HAS BE- 
come a serious concern for nonprof- 
its and the organizations that fund 
them. Experts say many small-to- 
medium sized nonprofits have 
found themselves unable to keep up 
with the flow of paper that leads to, 
the funds that their programs rely 
on. 
“The situation is indeed getting 
worse every year,” says Wendy 
MacDonald, chair of the voluntary 
sector management program at 
Grant MacEwan Community 
College. “I have worked in many 
non profits, and the depth and detail 
and amount of speculative informa- 
tion that is required upfront for 
some [grant applications] is a heavy 
burden. I suspect funders feel the 
same thing because they have to 
wade through all that paper as 
well,” 

Most non-profits operate with a 
skeleton staff who not only provide 
frontline services, but also deal with 
the grant applications and reporting 
procedures required by the various 
funders, adds MacDonald. 

Dozens of hours of effort from 
skilled workers can be consumed in 
applying for just one grant, an appli- 
cation that may not even reach the 
first stage of consideration. 

“These front line services still have 
to continue while funding for capital 
projects etc. is being found.” 

This is the underlying motive 
behind the Edmonton Community 
Foundation’s (ECF) overhaul of their 
granting process. As a major funder 
of Edmonton’s nonprofits, ECF has 
doled out almost $600,000 this year 
to 28 local charities including the 
Nina Haggarty Centre for the Arts, 
Catalyst Theatre, Edmonton Police 
Service, and the Capital Health 
Authority. 

Deadlines are gone under the new 
process that was recently announced 
by CEO Doug McNally. Instead, 
intake will be assessed on a continu- 
al basis throughout the year. The 
other major change is organizations 
will be asked to first*submit a letter 
of inquiry about their specific fund- 
ing need. ECF will assess the

request, see if it matches their priori- 
ties, then invite those who might 
qualify to submit a formal grant 
application, explains Kathie Bell, 
director of programs for ECF. 

“This allows organization to put 
in requests when they have certain 
needs, not just because of a dead- 
line,” says Bell. 

The procedural changes are not 
new concepts, but definitely are not 
accepted practice in the nonprofit 
sector, adds MacDonald. 

Cautious optimism might be the 
best descriptor of the feedback from 
nonprofit administrators contacted 
by SEE.

adding it will likely help create a 
more cooperative approach. 

“Often granting agencies can 
seem so punitive and arbitrary. This 
Way it isn’t ‘you against us’; we are 
both working to similar ends to 
enrich life in the community.” 

MacDonald agrees, pointing out 
trends and needs might be identified 
earlier. An opportunity for quick 
referrals to more appropriate fund- 
ing sources might also be made. 

However, Janes says he is con- 
cerned these changes be accompa- 
nied by a great deal of clarity around 
exactly what the priorities for the 
ECF are. : 

“Staff who work with people will 
have to continue to be really diligent 
about knowing what these priorities 
are.” 

Heather Redfern with Catalyst 
Theatre says she hasn’t had time yet 
to digest the changes. She says she is 
cautiously optimistic, hoping the 
ECF will maintain their previous 
allocation method of having art 
experts review applications from 
arts non profits and so on.

The Alliance MP’s action plan was 
featured in a letter to the Editor of 
the Edmonton Journal and quickly 
followed up by a press release 
expressing, “his concerns some 
Canadian cities are having to pay | 
$50 per day per person for emer- 
gency shelter space during the cur- 
rent cold snap.” 

But Goldring told SEE he has been 
misunderstood on the entire mat- 
ter—that the private and nonprofit 
sectors should actually be working 
together. 

The member of Parliament for 
Edmonton Centre-East goes on to 
complain that nonprofit players such 
as the Edmonton Housing Trust 
Fund (EHTF) refuse to even listen to 
any proposals from private enter- 
prise. 

One example is the old immigra- 
tion building across from the Herb 
Jamieson Centre, he says. This desig- 
nated heritage site could be devel- 
oped at a fraction of the cost by pri- 
vate enterprise instead of spending 
$80,000 per head as the nonprofits 
like to do it, he says. 

“One of the developers who was 
turned down about this was in my 
office this morning.” 

Goldring says the EHTF has told 
him they won't entertain such bids 
as, “all homeless people need extra 
help (like counselling and other sup- 
ports). I say that is nonsense.” 

One of the MP’s solutions is to let 
private developers who have repeat- 
edly offered to create single room 
homes, rent them to “persons of 
modest means” for $300 per month. 

Those who are homeless, but who 
qualify for welfare in Alberta, are 
given $168 per month for shelter and 
another $221 to cover other necessi- 
ties such as food and clothing. After 
paying the philanthropic developers 
their $300, $89 would be left for the

The story behind the most 
controversial contraceptive of all 


IN ANCIENT CHINA, WOMEN DRANK 
lead and mercury as a form of birth 
control; during the Middle Ages in 
Europe, women wore amulets of 
herbs, animal parts, and material 
soaked in potions to prevent preg- 
nancy. Whether science-based or 
superstitious, family planning has 
been practiced since our species 
understood how babies were con- 
ceived. 

When the Pill came onto the mar- 
ket in the 1960s, birth control was 
revolutionized. Since then, a variety 
of contraceptives—from patches to 
pills, from injections to insertions— 
are continuously improved and 
made available to women all over 
the world 

As contraceptive research contin- 






ues, more effective forms of birth 
control—without the negative side 
effects—are being tested. The latest 
is a simple injection that can make 
the recipient infertile for six to 15 
years, depending on the user's 
needs. It’s non-hormonal, so there’s 
no worry about weight gain, mood 
swings, losing libido or long-term 
effects such as cancer, blood clots or 
high blood pressure. Early testing 
shows it’s reversible, if conception is 
desired. The most controversial 
aspect of this birth control? It’s for 
men. 

What's more, even though it’s 
considered one of the safest, most 
effective forms of contraception 
available, most men will never have 
access to it.

Guha has tested RISUG 
on men for more than 25 years with 
successful results. His research has 
drawn praise from the World Health 
Organization, as well as doctors 


advanced technology we've had in 
40 years,” says Ronald Weiss, an 
assistant professor of medicine at the 
University of Ottawa 

Weiss focuses his family practice 
on male health and has traveled to 
India to see the research on RISUG 
for himself. RISUG is an injection of 
two chemicals into the vas deferens, 
the place where sperm leaves the 
testicles. The whole procedure is less 
invasive, causes fewer complications

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known side effects, aside from slight 
swelling immediately after the injec- 
tion. Guha reports some of his test 
subjects were sexually active on the 
same day they received the injection. 
None of the men who has tested 
RISUG has gotten a woman preg- 
nant. 

“We applied three or four years 
ago to do a clinical trial [in 
Canada],” says Weiss. “But it will 
never be approved. The [RISUG] 
studies that have been done to date 
have fallen short—it's not to say the 
studies weren't good or aren’t use- 
ful, but they don’t meet the criteria 
for Western acceptance.” 

So why can’t the studies be com- 
pleted in Canada or the United 
States in order to test RISUG by 
Western standards? 

“In order to obtain approval to 
study RISUG, we need to duplicate a 
number of the studies and that 
means you need money,” Weiss 
says. “That either comes from a 
benevolent rich person, which is 
hard to come by, or a pharmaceuti- 
cal company.” 

Herein lies the problem: RISUG 
may be too effective. Pharmaceutical 
companies are pouring millions into 
research on male contraceptives, 
particularly the male version of the 
pill, but none is interested in RISUG. 

“What does a hormonal contra- 
ceptive [like the Pill] represent to a 
pharmaceutical company?” Weiss 
asks. “Recurrent sales. It’s like 
women’s birth control. They sell it 
over and over and over again. They 
want something they can make an 
ongoing profit from. Business is 
business.” 

RISUG renders a man infertile for 
six to 15 years; on the Indian market, 
it'll cost about $500 for the injection. 
In contrast, the average American 
woman spends between $3,000 and 
$4,000 every 10 years for birth con- 
trol pills. Even though RISUG might 
be a promising contraceptive, phar- 
maceutical companies would lose 
money on it. It takes about 10-15 
years and costs anywhere from $20 
million to $70 million to bring a con- 
traceptive method through research, 
development and final approval for 
marketing by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

“To be fair, pharmaceutical com- 
panies are in the business of making 
money and answering to their share- 
holders,” Weiss says. “It’s physicians 
who are looking for what's best for 
their patients. I don’t blame big busi- 
ness. Hormones—that’s where all 
the research and money is.” 

Though men in most Western 
countries won't have the option of 
RISUG, men in of the develop- 
ing world may be able to use it. 
Some say cultural and religious 
beliefs, in addition to fear and suspi- 
cion over science-based fertility con- 
trol, might hold men back from get- 
ting the injection. Still, RISUG isa 
sign of hope ina world where 125 
million couples cannot access cur- 
rent methods of birth control. 

In the Western world, men will 
soon have the option of controlling 
their fertility with hormones. Weiss 
says he the male pill will be - 
on the market in five to 10 years. 

“The only people who should be - 
excited about the male pill are phar- 
maceutical companies,” Weiss said _

THE PILL FOR MEN? 





Soon, men will have the option of 
never having to hear the words “I’m 
pregnant” when they least wanted 
to be a father. Nor will they find 
themselves protesting, “but she sai 
she was on birth control!” Male 
birth control pills are on their way 
toa pharmacy near you. This coul 
be avery good thing. Half of the 
pregnancies that occur each year 
in the United States are unintend- 
ed—that’s almost 3 million unin- 
tended pregnancies. Of those 
unplanned pregnancies, 47 per- 
cent are the result of no birth 
control at all, Of course, many 
men are already doing what they — 
can by using condoms. But 
according to the FDA, the con- 
dom has a failure rate of 14 per- 
cent. 

Even though the average 
American spends about 30 years of 
his or her life avoiding pregnancy, 
some doctors say men would rather 
risk it than take a pill. 

“T really think that men will have 
a huge resistance to taking the pill,” 
Weiss says. “They see the results of 
studies done on hormone replace- 
ment on women. And we're just not 
sure what effects the pill is having. 
They see their partner's libido is 
reduced.” 

Weiss believes that women have 
more to lose, and therefore are will- 
ing to take more proactive steps to 
avoid pregnancy than men are. 
“There’s more motivation to take the 
pill fora woman than a man,” Weiss 
says. 

Bill Heaton, an urologist at 
Rockwood Clinic in Spokane, agrees. 
“The childbearing population [of 
women] is seeing their gynecologists 
already and birth control is part of 
that,” Heaton reasons. “Men, on the 
other hand, don’t go to see doctors. 
Men may not support [male pills] 
because it’s not practical.” 

But one in six married American 
men have had vasectomies, a proce- 
dure that definitely involves seeing a 
doctor—and is clearly more invasive 
than having a pill prescribed. 
Besides, wouldn't the introduction 
of a male contraceptive encourage 
more men to see their doctors? 

“| think what we already got 
works pretty good,” Heaton says. 
“We have a longer track record 
studying women’s [birth control].” 

Medical technology, however, 
doesn’t subscribe to the “if it ain’t

respondents (both men and 
women) think men should have 
more to do with choosing and 
using contraception. Of the 71 per- 
cent of American men who said 
they'd be willing to try at least 
one form of male contraceptive, 

66 percent said they'd try the 

pill. 

“From. a man’s perspec- 
tive, taking a shot or a pill 
once in a while is worth it,” 

says John Amory, a doc- 

tor at the University of 

Washington. Amory 

researches hormonal 

methods of male birth 
control. 
“Men count for a third 
of all contraceptive use with 
only two options: vasectomies 
and condoms. So, with just those 
two options, men count for 30 per- 
cent,” Amory says. “I say men are 

interested... if [men] could take a 

pill ora shot, 75 percent would be 

interested.” 

But, as Weiss cautions, the 
male pill comes with side 
effects, just as do birth control 

pills for women. And as 

Heaton, the urologist in 

Spokane, explains, women’s 
birth control pills have 
undergone decades of test- 
ing and improvements, 
while the male pill is still 
new. 

For couples in monoga- 
mous relationships, the 
male pill may be a 
method worth trying— 

: that is, unless the guy

YES, WE'RE SERIOUS—MORE OR 
less—Jeff Z. Klein, and I. And before 
you go spoiling the party, think 
about it for a minute. Paul Martin’s 
the man now, and there isn’t anyone 
among us who isn’t sick of the guy 
already, but what can we do about a 
man so powerful and his Liberal jug- 
gernaut? Think, damn you! That new 
Conservative Party is looking for a 
new leader, right? And who do you 
think is going to be able to 1) attract 
voters throughout our great nation, 
while 2) keeping us Western cryba- 
bies on board, and 3) promise the 
iron-fisted, stayin’-out-of-the-bed- 
rooms-type rule we all so desperate- 
ly crave? Stephen Harper? Right. 
Mark Messier? RIGHT ON! 
Waitaminnit...this isn’t exactly 
where we should be starting. Klein’s 
written a book called Messier 
(Doubleday Canada), and, as biogra- 
phies go, it is as complete as you'll 
find, covering virtually every detail 
of Mark Messier’s hockey career and 
as much as anyone could or would 
reveal about the man’s heavily- 
guarded private life. In his efforts to 
get at the psyche of the fellow he 
refers to as “the greatest leader in 
team sports,” Klein looked every- 
where: newspapers and media

years of his career, but he just 
will not do that.” 

This means it is left to the likes of 
us to sit in cafes and imagine a 
future for Mark Messier that he does 
not seem able to imagine for himself. 
Klein points to what he feels is the 
most overlooked aspect of Mark 
Messier: “His intelligence, his ability 
to find le mot juste, for every situa- 
tion, whether it’s some bullshit thing 
after a game or a subtle little thing...a 
political maneuver that’s going to 
get rid of his coach. Or even some of 
the stuff he said after September 11. 
No other athlete spoke as well as he 
did. That's pretty amazing, just 
being able to say the right things, the 
way he can.”

EDMONTON'S PANTIES PRODUCTIONS 


is warming a chilly January with 
some old-style titillation in the retro- 
flavoured Burlesque, based on the life 
of Lydia Thompson, a legendary 
19th century British performer cred- 
ited with the importation of the bur- 
lesque form to North America. 
Burlesque, an over-the-top theatrical 
form known for its broad, often topi- 
‘cal humour, bawdy skits, jokes, 
songs, dance, and risqué perfor- 
mance styles—including gender- 
bending-dates back to the 16th cen- 


“She (Thompson) was an amazing 
woman who lived an extraordinary 
life. Everything about her was per- 
fect (for a stage biography) and 
didn’t need much artistic license,” 
says production co-writer and per- 
former Belinda Cornish. 

“Thompson did all these outra- 
geous things where people would 
think we made it up. Like the time 
after a bad review in Chicago (at the 
tail end of an American tour) she 
publicly horsewhipped the writer. 
She had a huge impact at the time 
even if she’s not well knowntoday,” 
says Cornish, sharing writing credits 
with Jocelyn Ahlf and Celina 


formed their hit Ixion for New York 
audiences in 1868. Among other 
attractions (including politically-ori- 
ented spoof songs riffing off of pop- 
ular hits of the day) this production 
included a mythological spoof that 
featured women in revealing tights 
playing meir's roles. This staged 
cross-dressing was a great shock to 
audiences used to only seeing 
women on stage when they were 
hidden behind voluminous bustles, 
hoops and frills. 

Thompson and her “Blonds” sub- 
sequently toured America for six 
years and had quite the impact on 
both the theatre scene and American 
women, says Cornish. 

“She was quite the icon for 
women, who even started bleaching 
their hair to look like her. It was a 
real big turning point,” she says, not- 
ing that Thompson’s biggest fans 
were women. 

Cornish is saddened that the bur- 
lesque form has devolved into the 
modern strip show (underlining that 
even in the 19th century the form 
relied ona certain level of titillation) 
lacking the more entertaining and 
witty aspects of the art form. 

“This show is so much fun to do 
because of the nature of burlesque. 
What other show would allow us to 
do fun dances like the cancan,” 
Comish explains, adding that the 
company has gone out of their way 
to make sure their contemporary 
audiences will be able to relate to all 
aspects of the art form and 
Thompsons life. 

For director Ashley Wright, the 
dimensions of the relatively small 
Azimuth Theatre are his biggest 
staging challenge. 

“The show demands the feel of a 
big area, with visions of these

IF THE MAJESTIC TAUGHT STUDIOS 
anything it’s that Frank Capra is 
dead and buried. The syrupy film 
tried to recapture the spirit of Capra 
classics like Mr. Smith Goes to 
Washington, Mr. Deeds Goes to Town, 
and It’s a Wonderful Life (a poster for 
the Jimmy Stewart staple can even 
be seen in the film), and failed miser- 
ably, losing about $70 million at the 
box office. Capra’s films were some- 
times dubbed “Capra-corn” by crit- 
ics who found them overly senti- 
mental, so it’s no surprise. 

With Big Fish, director Tim Burton 
successfully reconfigures Capra for 
contemporary audiences. The 
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movie, which has already garnered 

mostly positive reviews and strong 

audience turnout in limited release, 

does this by exploring the American 
Dream as wild fantasy. 

Perhaps “delusion” would be 
more appropriate. Billy Crudup 
plays Will Bloom, a reporter return- 
ing home to visit his ailing father 
Edward, played sympathetically by 
Albert Finney. The two haven't spo- 
ken for years due to Wills disdain 
for his dad’s outlandish and self- 
serving oft-told tales. The reconcilia- 
tion tests the realist’s resolve, how- 
ever, because Edward saved his 
biggest and best fish story for last. 

Ewan McGregor is the young, 
Edward, a small town sports 
hero/role model. He feels like a “big 
fish in a small pond,” and sets out to 
discover the world... well, mostly the 
Southern U.S. His adventures 
encompass encounters with a witch, 
a mythical catfish, a misunderstood 
giant, a circus run by a werewolf 
(Danny Devito plays ringmaster), 
the courtship of his wife Sandra 
(played by Alison Lohman and 
Jessica Lange), a brave foray behind 
enemy lines in Korean, Siamese 
twins, a bank robbery, a mermaid, 
and a supernatural town. 

It’s this last facet of the film that’s 
the most intriguing. After traveling 
through a spooky fairytale forest, 
Edward discovers the picturesque 
legend of Spectre. Green grass grows 
in the street, the sun always shines, 
nobody works except to bake pies or 
throw parties, and leaving is the last 
thing on anyone's mind. Steve 
Buscemi plays a long-lost famous 
poet who doesn’t write much any- 
more and doesn’t care to. 

Like the ‘burbs in Edward 
Scissorhands, Spectre is the main- 
stream Americana that eats indepen- 
dent thinkers and destroys artists. 
The Capraesque burg might be 
heaven to the average Jimmy 
Stewart character, but it represents 
Edward's worst nightmare: stagna- 
tion.

fragmented story, screenwriter John 
August's (Go, Charlie’s Angels) con- 
siderable Hollywood-friendly 
changes, and Tim Burton’s stylistic 
whimsy, the point gets lost in contra- 
dictions. 

And perhaps that is the point. As

NERDISM COMES IN ALL SHAPES, 
sizes, and forms. We all know the 
science fair, Star Trekkie, Dragon 
Master types. But there are also 
movie nerds, music nerds, and the- 
atre ner heatre nerds, though, 
are a tragic bunch when young. 
Unlike the other varieties, their area 
of expertise isn’t useful to their peers 
until they are actual grown-ups. But 
biding their time has its benefits 
when their nerdiness as youngsters 
transforms into a cosmopolitan ele- 
gance as they blossom into actors 
and directors, or at the very least 





clumsy come-ons, over-the-top emo- 
tions and boring adolescent schem- 
ing—which is exactly what happens 
in these situations. But then, miracles 
do happen: they sing, dance... they 
emote like the fully grown-up peo- 
ple they wish to be. What a gorgeous 
transformation! Supercilious though 
they might be performing Beckett, 
berated by a Cuban director for their 
comfy bourgeois upbringing, they 
pull through. Ever the professionals, 
montage after montage of singing 
lessons, pique turns and rehearsals, 
rehearsals, rehearsals’ well, as one 
kid puts it, “We’ Il seen the 
beginning of Fame 

Fame, the movie, is the logical 
benchmark.

knowledgeable theatre buffs. 

In the meantime, they are mal- 
adaptive freaks. And we should love 
them! Camp, a film based on 
writer/director Todd Graff’s own 
experiences as a kid at theatre camp, 
is a teen comedy charting the ugly- 
duckling trajectory of those atten- 
tion-craving divas. 

They’re all pretty good kids, but 
misfits in the outside world. Vlad 
(Daniel Letterie) is a charismatic, 
red-blooded all-American boy, and, 
like a lot of would-be actors, a little 
lost. We first meet him giving a pep 
talk to himself, in the mirror-—uh 
huh! A loner, a narcissist, someone 
who doesn’t know who he is. 

Vlad becomes the apex of an 
appropriately dramatic love polygon 
among Jill (Alana Allen), a spoiled, 
manipulative blonde uber-bitch, 
mousy-yet-talented Ellen (joanna 
Chilcoat) and Michael (Robin de — 
Jesus), a super-out gay boy who got 


beaten up at his prom for wearing a 


dress. In the real'world, a boy ina 
dress might get beat up in : 
: but here at 


seedy side of life. Camp, except for 
the one dig from the Cuban director, 
lacks the class awareness of Fame, 
and the accompanying racial poli- 
tics. Sure, there is one funny gag 
involving a couple of black kids 
dressed up as Hasidic Jews for 
Fiddler on the Roof, but nothing to 
compare to the gravity of a Leroy 
(Gene Anthony Ray, RIP) or Coco, 
or Doris.

WHAT IS METRO CINEMA DOING 
by showing, in the dead of winter, a 
surf documentary? Are they trying 
to kill us? Step Into Liquid is short, but 
even at less than an hour and a half, 
it’s enough to set the mind and 
hearts wandering towards warmer, 
less crystalline climates. 

Surfing, as virtually every inter- 
view subject in the film testifies, is 
less a sport than a spiritual bonding 
with the wave, their fellow surfers, 
and themselves. From the sounds of 
things, the world would be a better 
place if more people surfed: the 
(very apparent!) physical benefits as 
well as the psychological cleansing 
that a day on the beach affords 
would go a long way to solving a 
good many social ills. 

Director Dana Brown is the son of 
Bruce Brown, who made in his time 
the seminal 1966 surfing movie, 
Endless Summer. It gets into the 
blood. Yet surfing movies (and 
ski/snowboard /skateboarding ones 
too) are usually pretty thin on con- 
tent, as is the case here. At one point, 
one of the surfers apologizes and 
says that the less a surfer talks about 
surfing, the better—let’s all at least 
agree on that point. All the yammer- 


meeting

ing on about the Stoke and the 
lifestyle all boils down to the fact 
that surfing is AWESOME! Which, 
having never tried it (yet!) is com- 
pletely true. 

Step Into Liquid is not so much 
about such profundities, although 
one can’t help admire the tenacity 
and passion of its adherents. The 
pure, physical power and beauty of 
surfing is what this and other surf 
movies do best, and there is no lack 
of jaw-dropping PX-free eye candy 
here. 

Whether you're looking at a crew 
of spindly kids, pros on tour, or 40+ 
year veterans with little potbellies, 
watching people surf is a visual 
treat. Waves, as one surfer tells us, 
are something you can just sit and 
watch all day. “Does a tennis player 
sit and watch the tennis court?” he 
asks. 

No, but then again, fewer tennis 
players are stoners. Not that you 
need to be one to really dig this 
movie. Ever see a bunch of goofy 
guys take a 60 foot wave totally seri- 
ously? You will. It’s unbelievable. 

Part of the point is that a surfer 
will find any way to surf, including 
getting towed out to death waves 
100 miles offshore in shark-infested 
waters. But other stories are a little 
less extreme. We meet a trio of Irish- 
American brothers who return to the 
homeland to teach Catholic and 
Protestant kids how to surf together. 
A few guys ride the wakes of super- 


tankers in Texas, and a father and 
son travel to Vietnam, only to find 
that the best in surfing is secondary 
to meeting their fellow surfers wher- 
ever they find them. 

In Wisconsin, a couple grizzled 
veterans gush about “the best waves 
in the world” being right at home, 
on Lake Michigan. “The best waves 
in the world” occur in several other 
places, including the North Shore in 
Hawaii, Easter Island, Australia, 
Tahiti, and Costa Rica. It’s all aching- 
ly beautiful: The water looks so 
warm. 

Of course, we meet some of the 
best surfers in the world, men and 
women, who are as attractive as they 
come. Surfing sure does something 
special to young bodies. We're sup- 
posed to see the great range of per- 
sonalities that surf, but in the end we 
only want to see them in the water. 
Aside from the fact that 6-time 
World Champion Kelly Slater looks 
uncannily like Twin Fangs’ Paul 
Coutts, what they have to say about 
having fun out there is pretty unin- 
teresting. 

Step Into Liquid does little to add to 
the canon of surfing movies. There’s 
not a lot of structure to hold onto, 
and there is little in the way of an 
overarching narrative. But still, dur- 
ing a cold snap, seeing all those 
beach scenes are a tonic to those of 
us, pasty, pale and doughy, who 
need to dream of someplace else.

A MEMORY FROM HIGH SCHOOL 
social studies... Ina documentary 
about The Troubles, a student from a 
mixed-faith Irish classroom recounts 
his Protestant vicar’s explanation of 
the job of a Catholic priest: he’s the 
fella who'll find you a girl if you're 
looking for one. 

That the Catholic Church’s 
bureaucracy and some of its clergy 
have been responsible for and/or 
condoned acts of barbarism is 
beyond question. But in reminding 
us of Catholic complicity in the hor- 
rors of World War II, Norman 
Jewison’s new film, The Statement, 
fails to go far enough despite, like 
the vicar, somehow going too far. 

Pierre Brossard (Michael Caine) 
collaborated eagerly with the Nazis 
as a young policeman in occupied 
France. An anti-Semite and an anti- 
communist—dispositions he consid- 
ers harmonious—Brossard was con- 
tent to fire the last bullet into the 
Jews he had identified for execution. 
Now, 50 years on, after being pro- 
tected by the Catholic Church, he’s 
on the hop, running from sanctuary 
to sanctuary, pursued by a freshly 
empowered judge (Tilda Swinton) 
and army officer (Jeremy Northam) 
and by... Others, perhaps led by a 
vengeful Jewish colonel. 

Now, the people who made The 
Statement are capable, but the gravity 
of the subject couldn’t shake Aes 
out of a self-satisfied complacency. 
The screenplay by Ronald Harwood 


(The Dresser, The Pianist) is rather less 
than intriguing; there is, apparently, 
little to discuss here, and every mys- 
tery is revealed well in advance. So 
The Statement is really a just character 
sketch, but since we get who the 
character is right off the top, well... 

In addition, attitude and exposi- 
tion take the place of dialogue. 
When the haughty judge says, “I’m 
going to visit an old Jesuit friend of 
mine,” you want to laugh out loud; 
when Brossard groans—to him- 
self—“I’m having a heart attack,” 
you want to cry, bitterly, because the 
filmmakers think you’re dumb. 

With the excepiion of Caine, who 
makes of Brossard a properly 
sweaty mix of viciousness and cow- 
ardice, the principal members of the 
cast (including Alan Bates and John 
Neville) are indifferent at best. The 
tension between Swinton and 
Northam fizzes like an antique Alka- 
Seltzer, but that’s the tone of the film 
as a whole: it’s like a low-pressure 
pissing match between third-gear 
upper class intellectuals who leave 
the small parts to blue-collar charac- 
ters. 

And though we're more than will- 
ing to forgive movies for compress- 
ing time, are we equally likely to for- 
give them for expanding it? It’s not 
just that the thing goes on too long 
without drama or debate: Jewison 
doesn’t seem to know when to move 
the camera along. “Cut!” you think. 
“Cut! Cut!” 

But whereas the movie might sim- 
ply have been tedious and therefore 
a shamefully wasted opportunity to 
re-tell a story of culpability that 
needs perpetual re-telling, it instead 
takes such a universally dim view of 


Catholics that it begins eventually to 
make the viewer uncomfortable— 
even if he or she (like your reviewer) 
happens to be a devout agnostic. 
There isn’t an overtly well-inten- 
tioned or genuinely virtuous 
Catholic in the entire movie. 
Virtually all of the clergy are por- 
trayed as venal and conspiratorial. 
The only character who seems to 
take the rituals of the church at all 
seriously is the frantic Brossard, and 
his devotion to those rites is so 
patently self-serving as to make 
them seem perverse and hollow. A 
gesture would have been enough to 








send the message clearly that the 
crimes of individual Catholics isn’t 
an idictment of Catholicism itself. 

We need to muster the courage to 
admit that cruelty, selfishness and 
cowardice are unique to no culture; 
we need to deny ourselves the com- 
fort of using the word “them” in 
contempt or anger to describe the 
members of a race or the adherents 
of a belief as if they were monolithic. 
And if Mel Gibson pulls the same 
kind of crap in reverse later this year, 
we'll have the same answer for him 
too.

Kadosh 
(1999) deals with Jerusalem's ultra- 
Orthodox community, evoking in frank 
detail the compromises that the communi- 
ty's women are forced to make. The melo- 
drama flies into high gear every once ina 
while, but the images of Jerusalem are 
voluptuous.

they are on blown-out mud flats, and they 
keep falling down.

Mona Lisa Smile In the 1950s Wellesley 
College was (as it is now) one of the most 
prestigious all-female universities in the 
United States; its purpose is “to provide an 
excellent liberal arts education for women who 
will make a difference in the world.” 
Nevertheless, there seems to be no question 
that a woman, no matter how educated, Is 
eventually meant to be a support to a hus- 
band.

Local musicians prep for a double dose of the ultimate in outlaw sounds: Johnny Cash and the Clash

AS WE EXIT THIS ANNUAL PERIOD 
of reflection, we cannot look upon 
the year of 2003 without a melan- 
choly reminder of two sorely missed 
musicians—Johnny Cash and Joe 
Strummer. 

The Man in Black's iconic pres- 
ence was a combination of outlaw 
mysticism, spiritual acceptance, and 
fierce individualism. His music con- 
solidated these disparate facets of his 
personality, conveying pure, heart- 
felt emotion to the listener. Cash’s 
brand of Americana has transcended 
every conceivable trend, movement, 
and social change over the years, and 
continues to capture the hearts and 
minds of young listeners with such 
classic albums as At Folsom Prison, At 
San Quentin, and the American 
Recordings series. Hearing him guile- 
lessly saying “Hello, I'm Johnny 
Cash” before his concerts, it seemed 
as though his everyman persona 
came without effort or pretense. And 
as his black-clad star began to shine 
through the ‘50s through the ‘60s— 
resurging again in the mid-1990s— 
Cash continued to “Walk the Line” 
with his modest and humble outlook 
on his life, even as his health deterio- 
rated. 

“Why should I be bitter? I’m 
thrilled to death with life,” he told 
CNN's Larry King in 2002. “Life is 
the way God has given it to me—just 
a platter, a golden platter of life laid 
out there for me. It’s been beautiful.” 


The Clash’s total existence hardly 
covers a fraction of Johnny’s career, 
but Joe Strummer’s musical and 
political influence is, without ques- 
tion, as equally far reaching. After a 
decade of sporadic creative output, 
Strummer returned to form with the 
touchingly buoyant Streetcore. As 
quickly as his return was warmly 
welcomed, though, his departure 
came just as abruptly. Clash fans 
have never have it easy—despite 
reported lucrative offers to reform 
over the past decades, Strummer 
could never sell-o:1t—probably 
because money could never buy 
what he wanted. It’s because of that 
conviction and dignity that the stab- 
bing twin guitars and martial drums 
that open “London Calling” are still 
pumping out of someone's stereo 
right now—it’s pop music boiling 
over with anger, bit also with a sense 
of empowerment that makes you 
want to believe in something. 

However, the purpose of New 
City’s Cash Vs. Clash cover night, 
besides benefiting the Cross Cancer 
Institute, isn’t to draw similarities or 
to mourn the loss of these artists, but 
to celebrate their supreme embodi- 
ment of work—and doing it fora 
cause couldn’t be more appropriate. 
Johnny Cash championed the rights 
of Native American and Vietnam 
Vets, among others, while the Clash 
supported countless political move- 
ments—Rock Against Racism being 
the most notable. So, if it’s time to 
speak up, then lets hear some testi- 
monials from local musicians play- 
ing tribute this Friday—namely 
whose name tops their list, Cash or 
the Clash?

Fate of new, local-radio broadcast choices 
await approval of the CRTC 
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RRAYMOND BIESINGER 





YOU MAY NOT THINK OF EDMON- 
ton’s mainstream radio as “dynam- 
ic,” “progressive,” or, most of the 
time, even “tolerable.” The stagnant 
array of stations only proved its 
own perplexing dormancy last 
spring when Power92 and Mix96 
(now 96X) changed musical hats in 
a bizarre set of moves that did 
exactly nothing to advance local 
radio programming. 

With a little bit (ok, a lot) of luck, 
that may start to change this week. 
In the next couple of weeks, the 
Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission 
(CRTC) makes its decision on 
which new radio stations will be 
calling Edmonton home. In total, 
nine would-be stations applied, 
presenting their cases at a public 
hearing at the Shaw Conference 
Center last June. The CRTC can 
grant as many or as few of the 
approvals as it sees fit, as long as 
the stations aren’t jostling for the 
same frequency. 

That competition isn’t a problem 
for some of the less mainstream 
choices. CanWest Global 
Communications Ltd (the giants 
behind GlobalTV and the National 
Post) are pitching Northern Light 
for 99.5 FM, promising easy listen- 
ing, jazz, and jazz-related program- 
ming for the 35-64 age demograph- 
ic. In what seems like an extremely 
calm, new-age insurrection by the 
easy-listening crowd, two other 
similar stations are in the running, 
but on different frequencies. 
Rawlco has its sights set on 89.3 FM 
for a station concentrating on 
Smooth Jazz. That's muzak-slang

More promising is JAM-FM, a 
station vying for 97.1 FM from 
Saskatchewan's Harvard 
Broadcasting, and championed 
locally by Edmonton promoter, ex- 
Power92 DJ, and co-owner of the 
stalled Starlite Room, Gary 
McGowan. Billed under 
“Progressive Modern and Urban 
Radio,” JAM is aiming at a broad 
12-34 age demographic with an 
eclectic mix of hip-hop, modern, 
and independent rock. A punk 
show is slated for Thursday 
evenings, and the station promises 
to devote considerable time to local 
music and news and information 
concerning youth. 

“JAM was about saying that 
Edmonton is one of the youngest 
markets in the country,” said 
McGowan in an interview with SEE 
in June. “We want to talk to them, 
instead of having an older, main- 
stream station say, ‘There's a peace 
march against the war on Iraq in 
Churchill Square, isn’t that odd?” 

A similar station is in the running 
from OK Radio (already responsi- 
ble for CKER Ethnic Radio in 
Edmonton), but not on the 97.1 fre- 
quency. The Zone 102.9 FM would 
be a new franchise of its Victoria 
parent, starting with a Modern 
Rock format and moving into more 
diverse formats. According to The 
Zone, “Modern Rock” now encom- 
Passes acts like Swollen Members, 
Sweat Shop Union, N*E*R*D, and 
Fat Boy Slim.

“| REALLY LIKE HEARING DIFFERENT 
kinds of songs from different per- 
formers,” says Scott Smith, one half 
the creative force behind 
Vancouver-based alt-country quar- 
tet Bottleneck. “Maybe I'm just 
attention deficit or something, but I 
really like bands that have more 
than one lead singer.” 

It’s with this philosophy that 
Bottleneck operates, with two lead 
vocalists each writing their own 
songs. Smith shares the artistic con- 
trol with Nova Scotia native Robyn 
Carrigan, and the result is a fusion 
of Smith's background in 
Vancouver's vibrant roots and 
country scene and Carrigan’s tradi- 
tional East Coast Celtic influences. 

According to Smith, this is a very 
different arrangement than he orig- 
inally imagined. 

“Bottleneck started out as an out- 
let for my songs,” he explains. At 
the time, Smith played guitar for a 
rockabilly band called Bughouse 
Five, a situation that didn’t lend 
itself well to his own writing. “I 
had all these songs that the 
Bughouse Five singer couldn't sing 
because they were about my girl- 
friends and my heartaches. They 





were just really personal songs and 
not the kind to be done by a rocka- 
billy band, either.” 

Smith worked with Carrigan 
previously in another alt-country 
band, Auburn, so he asked her to 
come aboard his new project to 
play banjo, accordion, and acoustic 
guitar and sing background vocals 
and harmonies. As they played 
together, Carrigan brought more 
and more of her songs to their per- 
formances. Eventually, it didn’t 
make much sense to stick to the ini- 
tial plan. 

“The original idea was for it to 
be my group, but the thing is she 
writes such good songs. We puta 
few of those songs in a set, and 
eventually it was like, ‘You know, 
this is kind of dumb.” 

This collaborative dynamic is 
nowhere more apparent than on 
Bottleneck’s sophomore release, 
Late Nights, Early Morning. The 
album leaves behind the strictly 
conventional, formula-driven 
country songwriting of their self- 
titled debut, and opens the door to 
experimentation and growth. 
Accented by banjo, accordion, 
pedal steel, slide guitar, and the 
dobro, Late Nights, Early Mornings 
finds its inspiration not only in 
country and roots, but also in 
blues, jazz and even a faint hint of 
rock.

Despite different backgrounds, 
both Smith and Carrigan’s writing 
styles fit together ona single album 
like carefully cut pieces of the same 
musical puzzle. Smith explains this 
is a conscious effort that requires 
more than a few concessions. 

“] think we have cohesion 
because we both write songs, and 
some of them just sound like 
Bottleneck songs. Those are the 
ones we bring to the band, but both 
our influences end up showing in 
the music somehow,” he says. If 
this means that some of Smith’s 
more blues and rockabilly-oriented 
songs are dropped, or Carrigan’s 
traditional Celtic songs are left by 
the wayside, this is a compromise 
both seem happy to make. 

Smith is also quick to point out

that Bottleneck is by no means a 
two-person show. The rhythm sec- 
tion is vitally important to 
Bottleneck’s distinctive sound, with 
Liam MacDonald on drums and 
Jeremy Holmes playing bass. Both 
bring their own musical back- 
ground to the band. 

“They both have a jazz back- 
ground. It’s not obvious, but they 
definitely bring that improvised, 
adventurous thing to Bottleneck,” 
he says, adding the two are also 
given a great deal of freedom in 
their contributions. “With Liam 
and Jeremy, | hardly give them any 
idea. They listen to the words and 
that influences what they come up 
with. They just get the mood of the 
song.”

out there and enjoy ourselves. The beat goes on 
this weekend with shows Friday (Jan 9) at the 
Sugarbowl and the Full Moon Folk Club. 

Jed Skoreyko has been booking the “bowl” 
since last March and is eagerly looking forward 
to 2004 and the possibilities that the space pro- 
vides. “I've always been a big supporter of the 
independent music scene and enjoy being a 
part of the very supportive community that 
exists here,” notes Skoreyko. Like most folks in 
that scene, he’s got more than one iron in the 
fire. “I’m Co-Artistic Director of the North 
Country Fair, hold down a job at the Black Dog, 
and work at Southside Sound. | also worked as 
a sales rep for Spirit River Music for just over 
two years. That's where | leamed how hard it is 
for independent artists to get their music out to 
the people,” Skoreyko reflects. He continues: 
“The Sugarbowl is an important space. My 
hope is that it will become a ‘destination.—that 
folks will come to on Friday nights knowing that 
whatever is on the stage will be entertaining, 
and that the focus of the room will be first and 
foremost [on] the music.” 

Joanne Myrol is first up at the Sugarbowl in 
2004. She's had a share of success when she 
wasn't working on the family ranch in northem 
Alberta: she recorded in Nashville, in 
Vancouver, and here in Edmonton with some of 
the best in the business.

She's opened shows for Ricky Skaggs and The 
Nitty Gritty Dirt Band; she has also performed 
for royalty and has toured most of the world.

As Skoreyko informed SEE earlier this week, 
“It'll be more of a singer/songwriter show than 
a country show... They'll be working as an 
acoustic trio with a bass player. It's the kind of 
show that will suit the room—intimate, with the 
opportunity for a real connection between the 
performers and the audience.” With only 60 
seats available in the cozy, non-smoking venue, 
make sure you get there early to take advantage 
of the very reasonable $5 cover. 

Le Vent du Nord, or Northern Wind, kick off 
2004 for the Full Moon Folk Club at St. Basil's 
Cultural Centre, also on Friday (Jan 9). The 
four-piece Quebecois band will be bringing 
hurdy-gurdies, fiddles, accordions, guitars, and 
lots of toe-tapping reels and two-steps to the 
Stage, along with waltzes and ballads that will 
surely help you shake off the cold. 

Brought together in 2001 by keyboard and 
piano player Nicolas Boulirice and fiddler and 
guitarist Olivier Demers, Le Vent du Nord also 
features the talents of vocalist and guitarist 
Bemard Simard and 
dancer/percussionist/accordionist/vocalist 
Benoit Bourque.

THE LITTLE PLASTIC GADGET THAT 
first let us record speech, music, and 
data, to make our own compilations 
from various sources and take them 
wherever we went, quietly turned 40 
in 2003. Stop. Pause. Fast-forward. 
Rewind: The vocab of the tape was 
first introduced at the 1963 Berlin 
Radio Show where Philips launched 
its EL3300 portable “compact cas- 
sette” recorder, not merely broaden- 
ing our language with metaphors 
useful to describe the momentum of 
our lives, but changing our relation- 
ship with music as well. Originally 
described as suitable only for record- 
ing speech, the first tape recorder in 
the world had all the charm of a sil- 
very shoebox. Developed by the 
engineers at Philips’ research facility 
Natlab in the Netherlands, it fit 
snugly into a handbag, weighed in 
at about 1.5 kilos and gave voice 
through its tiny speaker to what 
Philips insisted on referring to.as 
small “cartridges.” Rather than the 
“talking notebook,” it was these 
portable, cheap, and relatively 
robust gadgets that were the real 
stroke of genius. For the first time 
ever we could record our favourite 
music from the radio, or from LPs or 
concerts, and bring it with us and 
play it wherever and whenever we 
wanted. The librarian in us would 
listen, label, index, and hover over 
the pause button to edit out the talk. 
With LPs you collected music; with 
cassettes you owned it. 


DEJA VU ALL OVER AGAIN 

The record industry took about 
three years to decide that sound 
quality and hardware sales were 
good enough to justify manufacture 
of pre-recorded “Musicassettes.” 
Philips ensured a rapid acceptance 
of the new medium by freely licens- 
ing manufacture of machines and 
tapes, provided the manufacturers 
adhered to Philips standard specifi- 
cation. As sales of blank tapes start- 
ed to outdo the Musicassettes—and 
we made tapes en masse in the early 
‘70s—the recording industry hit the 
eject button. “Home taping is killing 
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music” became a common slogan on 
record covers, complete with the vis- 
age of a tape with crossbones under- 
neath; the deaths-head symbol of the 
new piracy. That didn’t stop the tape

from becoming the music industry's 
equivalent of the VW Beetle. For 40 
years it’s kept on running, while 
undergoing a significant evolution. 
The muffled mono was soon 
replaced by stereo. The playing time 
increased to 90 then 120 minutes. 
The playback of higher frequencies 
improved by chromium dioxide and 


“pure metal” coating. The hiss 
reduced by the technicians in the 
Dolby lab. Tape speed variations 
regulated by metal housing. Finally, 
“auto-reverse” put an end to the 
laborious side flip. With the launch 
of Sony’s Walkman in 1979, the ‘80s 
became the cassettes’ heyday. Pre- 
recorded music cassettes overtook 
LP sales in 1982, and we lived out 
the decade to personalized sound- 
tracks. Cold, wet mornings at the 
bus stop had the capacity to be 
something wonderful. Let’s not for- 
get the tape in the car: how many 
endless holiday trips were made 
bearable by a constant supply of 
tapes? How many whiney kids 
sedated in the backseat by taped sto- 
ries and nursery rhymes? How 
many stops along the roadside 
accompanied by incensed fathers 
wielding ballpoint pens in vain 
attempts to fix the mess of freshly 
chewed tape spat out by the player? 
How many tapes littering the road- 
side? 


WAREHOUSED STORIES 


AND SONGS 
No, home taping did not—as the 
industry had warned—kill the 
music. But the engineers at Philips 


moved on, launching the CD in 
1983. By the early “90s cassette sales 
slumped, CDs took over as market 
leader in 1993, and in 2000, Philips 
stopped making cassettes. But the 
tape didn’t go away. Especially in 
the parts of the world that never did 
take to the CD. In Africa, India, and 
parts of the Middle-East, the cassette 
is still king. Not that the tape didn’t 
attempt to re-invent itself. As early 
as 1981 it recast itself as the 
“datasette,” the medium of choice 
for the emerging home computer 
market. But it proved badly adapted 
to data storage, with a legendary 
slowness and high error rate terror- 
izing the nerves of Commodore 
VIC-20 and C-64 users. Despite this 
blundering episode, over 5000 tape 
fans visited Cassette Stories, an exhi- 
bition at the Museum of 
Communication in Hamburg, 
throwing a fond light on the home- 
made mix tape as a diary or love let- 
ter. From the 80 home tapers invited 
to tell the stories behind their mixes, 
emerged the story of the mix tape as 
a way of re-sequencing music in 
order to make sense of our most 
stubbornly inexpressible feelings. A 
way to explain ourselves to someone 
we love, or to ourselves. While the 
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exhibition treated the cassette as 
something very much alive, it also 
clearly revealed it to be an object 
worthy of its place in a museum. 


NEW DAY RISING? 

So, is it dying or reviving? Is it 
true, as the exhibitions suggested, 
that despite—or, perhaps, because 
of—modern technology, we're about 
to lose something more than a piece 
of plastic? The change in musical 
mediums shouldn't be interpreted as 
the last breath of the recorded love 
letter. While putting your mixes on 
CDs is easier, faster and generally 
renders higher quality, it’s merely a 
different generations’ medium sub- 
verted in a different way. The tape 
became political long ago. With the 
tape, you didn’t need a lot of money. 
You didn’t need a label. You didn’t 
need a record industry at all. A lot of 
music coming out of the DIY move- 
ment has only ever been released on 
cassette. At Eisengrau, the cassette- 
only Berlin shop set up by 
Einstiirzende Neubauten’s Blixa 
Bargeld and graffiti artist Kiddy 
Kidney, bands would come in to 
record in the morning and the tape 
would be on the shelf by lunchtime. 
It was quick, it was cheap, and it was 
subversive. While the tape may have 
made its way into the museum, its 
kid sister, the Digital Audio Tape 
(DAT) can still be found in recording 
studios. And an increasing number 
of record companies have started to 
issue promos in cassette form, not 
only because they stand out from the 
crowd, but also—ironically— 
because the original bootlegger’s 
medium has turned out to be much 
harder to copy and upload. Will the 
audio cassette outlast the CD? Don’t 
bet against it. As we move from the 
CD to the MiniDisc to the iPod, the 
demand for a more tactile medium 
might grow. The cassette still holds a 
lo-fi attractiveness; it’s homemade. 
Call it nostalgia, but “I’ll make youa 
tape” still sounds better than “T'll 
burn it for you”.

MATURITY HAS NEVER LOOKED AND SOUNDED 
so unpredictable. It's hard to believe that it has 
been nearly ten years since Outkast first appeared, 
but one lok at the baby-faced and baseball- 
capped duo in their first video, “Player's Ball,” is 
proof enough that the Atlanta teens who began 
their careers rapping about partying and Cadillacs 
have come a long way. This DVD collects all of 
Outkast’s videos up to, and including, the ubiqui- 
tous “Hey Ya.” It's an excellent glimpse at the 
strange progression from gifted but straightfor- 
ward young MCs to the musically omnivorous, 
sci-fi loving impresarios of SpeakerboxovThe 
Love Below. 

Discussions about the merit of 
Speakerboxox/The Love Below are still quite polar- 
ized (Is it good? Which disc is better?). Similarty, 
André 3000 and Big Boi now take considerably dif- 
ferent paths with their videos. André 3000 courts 
satire (“Hey Ya" being a send-up of one famous 
episode of the Ed Sullivan Show), while Big Boi's 
“The Way You Move" still carries the torch for 
good old-fashioned girls 'n’ cars videos. 
Regardless of which Outkast you prefer (old or 
new, Dré or Boi), this DVD is an excellent addition 
to the collection of any fan.

genuine and soars effortlessly above a live backing 
band that.make subtle but thoughtful alterations to 
tracks originally birthed in the sampler crucible of 
producers like the Neptunes. Timberlake's dance 
moves are excellently choreographed throughout.

Matthew Dear’s techno 
sound stands on its own 


I atthe Dear’s disc Leave Luck to 
ven. Perhaps inspired by 
ongwriting father, De 
made an album that shot straight to 
the heartstrings of listeners, redefin- 
ing what a singer-songwriter could 
be. The album, a blend of house, 
techno, electro, and pop—with 
Dear’s own lyrics and voice—made 
an immediate impact on listeners 
and critics worldwide and was on 
innumerable year-end lists. At only 
24 years old he is the talk of the 
techno world, with DJs from 
Laurent Garnier to Sven Vath 
championing his sound—a rare 
feat for someone so new to the 
techno world. Remix sat down 
with Dear at this year’s MUTEK 
festival in Montreal to talk techno. 


You've already done a lot for your- 
self in the techno world at sucha 
young age. When did you first get 
interested in electronic music? 
For electronic music I pretty much 
grew up with m 
wave collection: Ni 
Depeche Mode, Yaz. ‘That's from 
when I was eight years old and on. 
[J] just put on his records and 

ng felt ne about it— 


The techno side of things came 
along when I was 16 or 17 years 
old—stuff that was breaking 
through on the radio and using 
techno sounds. I grew up in South 
Texas, [and] you didn’t get too 
much of the Detroit no scene 
down there. Groups like Daft Punk 
helped people like me that didn’t 
have access to the underground. I 
was like “Whoa, what's going on 
there.” Then I moved up to Detroit. 


South Texas to Detroit must have 
been a bit of a culture shock. What 
was it like walking into a place 
like Record Time for the first 
time? Is Detroit what ultimately 
what set you on the path of mak- 











ing music? 

Well, I'd always been making 
music. Even before I got to Detroit. 
But | never really understood what 
it would be for. Then once I got to 
Detroit [and] started to go to ware- 
house parties and experience DJ 
culture, I was able to make the con- 
nection between what I was trying 
to do and where it should be. It’s 
funny that you mention Record 
Time because when | was 17 and 
had just moved to the area, I went 
to one of them and saw this cool 
shirt and bought it. It turned out to 
be a Plus 8 shirt. 


And then you recorded for Plus 8 
as False. But Ann Arbor-based 
Ghostly International/Spectral 
Sound are your home labels. How 
did you meet Sam Valenti IV? 
(owner/visionary of both labels) 
I’ve known Sam for about four 
years. We met when I was doing a 
live PA at an underground base- 
ment party. He came along, intro- 
duced himself, and told me about 
his ideas for the label. There hadn't 
been any releases as of then. We 
shared ideas on how to make 
music, and I made a couple of 
tracks that he thought would be 
good for starting off the label. 


And how did you meet Richie 
Hawtin [and] get the False project 
released for Plus 8? 

I'd been sharing music with a trust- 
ed musical friend of mine, Derek 
Plaslaiko. I'd always give him new 
CDs of stuff I’d made because I 
love what he plays. He passed one 
CD on to Rich, and he liked ita lot. 
Then, just by chance, Sam and I 
were coming back from a trip 
about a year-and-a-half ago, and

we saw Rich at the airport. I intro- 
duced myself, and he was like, “Oh 
yeah. Derek gave me the CD. It’d 
be great to do something with 
you.” After talking about False for 
a while, I was making these tracks 
that weren't really for Spectral. 
And it turned out that they’d be 
perfect for Plus 8. 


What does minimalism mean to 
you? 

Anything that is sparse. Not over- 
produced. | think you can use a lot 
of small sounds that do just as 
much. When I work with minimal- 
ism, I try to make something big 
out of very small parts. 


What's your favorite part of mak- 
ing a track? The sounds, the 
rhythm tracks? 

For me, it’s the finalization process. 
A lot of the sounds you use need 
the extra work and effects to make 
it all come together. I swear by a 
few mastering processes that will 
take whatever you've made and 
add a lot more rhythm or continuity 
to what you're doing. That's when I 
feel proudest of a track: after I’ve 
gone through and added the final 
touches, the spray paint [laughs].

No whiff of offence 


Overtime comfortably patrols 
the neutral zone

WHEN OVERTIME OPENED A FEW 


years back, there was a lot of ink 
spilled over how the graciously 
appointed sports bar was changing 
the face of pub grub with its imagi- 
native, fusion-oriented bill of fare. It 
already had a leg up on the competi- 
tion by virtue of the comfortable 
space it provided, its sunken central 
seating area filled out with cushy 
leather chairs and booth. Even ona 
cold night the after-work crowd can 
be counted on to turn out to swill 
pints, suck stogies and cozy up to 
the fire, around which are ranged 
numerous big-ass TV screens tuned 
to the sporting events of the 
moment, 

But it may be the case that no one 
ever got rich catering to 
Edmontonians’ sense of gustatory 
adventure. The menu at Overtime is 
fairly standard for a sports bar, with 
an emphasis on large portions of 
meat—steaks, ribs, halves of chick- 
ens—as well as thin-crust pizza, 
pasta, burgers, sandwiches, seafood, 
and the usual apy rs. This is not 
a bad thing, but I sure would have 
liked to have tried those Overtime 
tuna-wasabi sliders I heard about a 
few years back. Despite a solid two 
weeks of overeating and spurious 
pledges to improve my diet in the 
new year, I examined Overtime’s 
current menu in search of novelty. 

My co-diner instantly seized on 
the spicy chicken pizza ($10) as her 
entrée of choice, with a small Caesar 
salad ($4) on the side. After mulling 
over a number of options, I decided 
on the firecracker prawns and 
bacon-wrapped scallops in chipotle- 
basil cream sauce over wonton noo- 
dles ($15) and silently resolved to eat 
as much of my co-diner’s small 
Caesar salad as I could filch. 

The Caesar salad arrived quickly 
and, much to my delight, gave evi- 


dence of the presence of anchovies 
and fresh grated parmesan in the 
dressing from the first bite. This was 
especially fortuitous as the person 
who ordered it prefers anchovy-less 
Caesar salad dressing and I was left 
to polish off the bulk of it. 

Our entrees followed shortly 
thereafter. The spicy chicken pizza 
boasted fresh tomatoes, red onions, 
bacon, and avocado as well as the 
eponymous poultry and its thin 
crust was baked to exacting crisp- 
ness. The chicken itself was not so 
spicy, so my co-diner augmented its 
piquancy with a liberal dose of 
crushed chilies, 

The spiciness was similarly absent 
from my pasta, despite the claim 
that chipotle was somehow 
involved. Chipotles are smoked 
jalapeno peppers, which you would 
expect to impart a certain spiciness, 
if not a smokiness, no matter how 
small the quantity used. All the 
same, there were an abundance of 
juicy prawns and bacon-wrapped 
scallops—about five of each—nes- 
Uled in the wonton noodles, as well 
as crunchy slivers of carrot and plen- 
ty of peas. Believe it or not, what I 
would have liked most was more 
noodles. The ones I was provided 
with didn’t last very long and there 
were still a heap of peas and sauce 
left when everything else had been 
gobbled up. The food was more than 
acceptable the way it was, but the 
individual components provided 
most of the pleasure and didn’t 
come together in any particularly 
special way. 

On the plus side, the server was 
attentive and friendly and the pints 
of beer seemed abnormally large so, 
in all, it was a successful dining 
excursion. I wouldn’t go out of my 
way to repeat the meal, but I'd cer- 
tainly be happy to return for a few 
brewskis and seat by the fire to 
watch Our Home Team squander 
yet another opportunity to get two 
points.
